N.H.S.  Tribunal 

FOUR  YEARS'  WORK 

A  REPORT  by  Sir  Reginald  Sharpe, 
Q.C.  (chairman,  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Tribunal),  on  the  work  of  the  tri- 
bunal for  England  and  Wales  during 
the  four  years  ended  July  4  shows 
that,  out  of  twenty-one  cases  dealt  with 
during  that  period,  sixteen  were  com- 
pleted. Ten  were  representations  for  the 
removal  of  a  practitioner's  name  from 
an  Executive  Council's  list.  In  five  of 
them  the  tribunal  directed  that  the 
name  should  be  removed,  on  the 
grounds  that  its  continued  inclusion 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  National  Health  Service.  Those  con- 
cerned included  one  doctor,  two  den- 
tists and  two  persons  providing  phar- 
maceutical services.  In  two  other  cases 
the  respondent  gave  an  undertaking  not 
to  practise  under  the  Health  Service. 
Three  other  cases  were  dismissed  or  not 
proceeded  with.  There  was  only  one 
appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  tri- 
bunal during  the  period  and  that  by  a 
person  providing   pharmaceutical  ser- 


vices. It  had  not  been  heard  by  July  4. 
Six  applications  (four  successful)  were 
heard  for  reinstatement  on  the  list  or 
release  from  undertakings. 


HOT  DRINK  FOR  PIONEERS:  Vacco  flasks 
and  food  jars  were  used  by  the  South  Patagonian 
Survey  Expedition,  which  investigated  the  little- 
known  Cordillera  del  Paine,  Chile,  South 
America,  from  November  1960  to  March  1961.

Industrial  Hazards 

FACTORY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT,  1960 

IN  his  annual  report  for  I960  pub- 
lished as  a  White  Paper  on  September 
25  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  7s.), 
H.M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  (Mr. 
T.  W.  McCullough,  O.B.E.)  records  a 
rise  in  the  number  of  accidents  for  the 
second  year  in  succession.  The  total  of 
190,266  was  9  per  cent,  greater  than 
that  for  1959  and  the  highest  for  ten 
years.  With  regard  to  the  chemical  in- 
dustry, the  report  calls  attention  to  the 
hazards  in  the  manufacture  and  mani- 
pulation of  metallic  alkyls  used  as 
catalysts  in  certain  polymerisations, 
nearly  all  of  which  were-  spontaneously 
flammable  in  air.  Their  use  had  neces- 
sitated the  development  of  plants  from 
which  oxygen  could  be  rigorously  ex- 
cluded and  the  process  carried  on  in 
an  inert  atmosphere.  In  addition  alu- 
minium alkyls  decomposed  explosively 
on  contact  with  water  and  it  was  im- 
perative to  avoid  contamination  of  an 
operative's  clothing.  The  report  goes  on 
to  say  that  although  the  trend  was  in- 
creasingly towards  the  use  of  less  toxic 
substances    in    the    manufacture  of 


foamed  or  expanded  plastics  many 
highly  poisonous  substances  were  still 
used  and  it  emphasises  the  importance 
of  carrying  on  such  processes  under 
effective  exhaust  ventilation.  With  the 
exception  of  polyvinyl  chloride  the  re- 
port states  nearly  all  expanded  plastics 
in  their  finished  form  present  a  fairly 
high  fire  risk  and,  where  used,  require 
care  in  preventing  contamination  with 
other  materials  liable  to  spontaneous 
ignition.  Toxic  compounds  used  as 
pesticides,  fungicides  and  seed  dress- 
ings also  involved  serious  risks  but  in- 
vestigations had  shown  that  it  was  pos- 
sible to  design  machines  to  apply  the 
dressings  in  safety  provided  that 
scrupulous  cleanliness  was  observed  and 
spillage  avoided. 

W.H.O.  in  Europe 

ELEVENTH  SESSION  AT  LUXEMBOURG 

THE  adoption  of  a  budget  of  approxi- 
mately $1,400,000  for  financing  the 
activities  in  Europe  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation,  the  re-appoint- 
ment for  a  further  five  years  of  Dr. 
Paul  van  de  Calseyde  as  Regional 
Director,  and  the  inclusion  of  the  cam- 
paign against  chronic  rheumatism  in  the 
W.H.O.  programme  were  among  the  main 
recommendations  of  the  W.H.O.  Regional 
Committee  for  Europe  made  at  its 
eleventh  session  at  Luxembourg,  Sep- 
tember 12-15.  Under  the  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  L.  Molitor  (Director-General  of 
Public  Health  in  Luxembourg)  the  ses- 
sion brought  together  the  representa- 
tives of  twenty-seven  countries  of  the 
European  Region.  Observers  also 
attended  from  fifteen  international  or- 
ganisations collaborating  with  W.H.O.  in 
the  field  of  European  health.  Dr.  van 
de  Calseyde  submitted  a  report  des- 
cribing the  activities  of  the  Regional 
Office  for  Europe  during  its  first  ten 
years  of  life  in  which  he  referred  to  the 
changes  in  the  priorities  given  to  Euro- 
pean health  problems.  Whereas  imme- 
diately after  the  war  the  main  tasks 
were  the  control  of  communicable 
diseases  and  the  reorganisation  of 
health  services,  today,  he  said,  they 
were  problems  such  as  accidents,  the 
ageing  of  the  population,  the  prepon- 
derance of  cardiovascular  diseases  and 
cancer  among  the  causes  of  death,  and 
the  lack  of  nurses. 

N.H.S.  in  London 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  REPORT  FOR  1960-61 

THE  London  Executive  Council  report 
1960-61  reveals  that  during  the  year 
621  test  samples  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances were  taken  under  the  N.H.S.  drug 
testing  scheme  and  only  28  were  found 
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to  have  been  inaccurately  dispensed. 
The  report  states :  "  In  many  cases  the 
error  was  small  or  there  was  some  de- 
fect in  manufacture  which  could  not 
be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  retail  phar- 
macist." During  1960  17,369,080  pre- 
scriptions were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of 
£5,611,877  (average  cost  per  prescrip- 
tion 77-54d.).  The  Council  was  required 
to  supply  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  sta- 
tistical information  about  the  dispensing 
of  National  Health  Service  prescriptions 
by  chemists,  drug  stores  and  appliance 
suppliers  in  contract  with  the  Council 
during  1959.  The  return  was  not  quite 
so  voluminous  as  that  required  for  the 
previous  year  but  "  special  working 
sheets  had  to  be  prepared  and  some 
4,000  minor  calculations  made  before 
the  return  could  be  completed." 

Patent  Rules 

A  PERIOD  REDUCED,  A  FEE  INCREASED 

THE  Patent  (Amendment  No.  2)  Rules, 
1961,  which  become  effective  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  reduce  from  three-and-a-half  to 
three  years  the  period  allowed  for  put- 


ting in  order  of  acceptance  an  applica- 
tion for  the  grant  of  a  patent  filed  on 
or  after  January  1,  1962.  Provision  is 
made  for  post-dated  applications.  The 
fee  payable  on  filing  a  complete  specifi- 
cation is  increased  from  £4  to  £10. 

Milk  Powder 

A  BOOKLET  FOR  MANUFACTURERS 

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  states  that  three  times  as 
much  milk  powder  is  made  in  the 
United  Kingdom  as  before  the  war. 
Yet  many  potential  users  of  milk  pow- 
der, the  Ministry  believe,  may  have 
been  deterred  by  lack  of  knowledge  of 
the  composition  of  milk  powders,  the 
difference  between  the  spray  and  roller 
processes,  and  the  effect  of  incorporat- 
ing milk  powder  in  composite  foods.  A 
new  booklet  (Milk  Powder,  H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office,  price  Is.  3d.),  deals  with 
those  and  other  questions  giving  both 
theoretical  and  practical  information  in 
simple  terms.  Prepared  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Milk  and  Milk  Products 
Technical  Advisory  Committee  set  up 


EIRE'S  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Political  parties'  programmes 


THE  programme  which  Fine  Gael  (the 
leading  Opposition  Party  in  the  Dail) 
intends  to  put  into  operation  in  relation 
to  health  services  should  the  Party  be 
returned  to  power  in  the  general  elec- 
tion on  October  4  was  outlined  by 
Mr.  T.  F.  O'Higgins  (a  former  Minis- 
ter for  Health)  in  a  political  broadcast 
on  Radio  Eireann  on  September  15.  His 
Party,  said  Mr.  O'Higgins,  had  given 
particular  attention  to  the  organisation 
of  the  health  services  for  the  individual. 
It  was  now  apparent  "  after  a  fair  trial," 
that  the  Health  Act  of  1953,  introduced 
by  the  outgoing  Government,  had  been 
a  failure  and  had  caused  general  and 
widespread  dissatisfaction.  Mere  critic- 
ism of  the  provisions  of  the  present 
Health  Act,  or  efforts  to  amend  it,  he 
said,  would  not  be  fruitful.  A  prudent 
health  policy  should  be  based  on  enab- 
ling people  when  they  were  well  to 
provide  for  the  day  on  which  they  might 
be  ill.  Fine  Gael  therefore  proposed  to 
introduce  a  comprehensive  health 
scheme  based  on  the  principles  of  in- 
surance. f 

"  This  scheme  will  apply  to  85  per 
cent,  of  the  population,  or  roughly 
2,400,000.  It  will  have  regard  to  the 
number  of  employed  and  self-employed 
persons,  and  will  be  financed  on  the 
recognised  principles  of  social  welfare 
legislation."  Mr.  O'Higgins  added  that 
the  cost  of  the  scheme  had  been  care- 
fully appraised  and,  while  more  would 
be  paid  in  the  provision  of  services,  the 
increases  would  be  of  modest  dimen- 
sions. For  a  small  weekly  contribution, 
persons  would  get,  as  well  as  the  ser- 
vices at  present  provided,  medical  care 
outside  hospital  and  the  provision,  on  a 
doctor's  prescription  presented  at  a 
pharmacy,  of  "  all  necessary  drugs  and 
medicines  at  substantially  reduced 
prices."  Provision  would  also  be  made 
for  free  hospital,  specialist  and  A-ray 
services,  together  with  the  free  supply 
of  all  necessary  drugs  and  medicines  in 
hospitals;  adequate  dental,  aural  and 


ophthalmic  services,  and  other  ancillary 
medical  services.  It  was  proposed  even- 
tually to  have  a  home  nursing  service 
for  sick  and  old  people  and  to  expand 
existing  social  welfare  benefits  as  the 
nation's  resources  permitted.  The 
scheme  would  operate  along  the  lines 
of  the  voluntary  health  insurance 
scheme  introduced  a  few  years  ago. 

At  a  public  meeting  in  Tullamore  on 
September  20,  the  Party's  leader  (Mr. 
J.  M.  Dillon)  said  that,  when  the  econ- 
omy of  the  country  was  moving  again 
"  in  the  right  direction,"  its  programme 
would  provide  for  "  a  complete  reor- 
ganisation of  the  health  services  and  a 
comprehensive  health  scheme  based  on 
insurance."  It  would  be  designed  to 
bring  within  reach  of  everybody  the 
health  services  they  required.  It  was  his 
Party's  hope,  he  said,  to  abolish  the 
"  blue-card  system "  and  the  charges 
for  hospital  treatment  introduced  by 
the  outgoing  Government  three  years 
ago. 

Broadcasting  on  September  22  on  be- 
half of  the  Government,  the  Minister 
for  Health  and  Social  Welfare  (Mr. 
S.  MacEntee)  said  that,  under  the  1953 
Health  Act,  virtually  everything  that 
Fine  Gael  had  promised  was  being  done 
or  was  in  train  to  be  done.  "  One  thing 
which  cannot  be  done  is  to  provide 
everyone,  everywhere,  with  medical 
care  and  a  free  choice  of  doctor."  "  The 
insuperable  difficulty  "  was  that  in  most 
dispensary  districts  the  private  practice 
available  would  not  support  a  second 
doctor.  It  was  nonsense,  therefore,  to 
talk  of  a  free  choice  when,  in  the 
greater  part  of  the  country,  even  a 
choice  between  two  doctors  was  not 
practicable.  Under  the  1953  Act  the 
health  services  were  being  provided  in 
the  most  economical  and  equitable  way 
possible.  The  cost  of  them  was  known 
and  they  were  established  on  a  tradi- 
tional basis.  "  Any  radical  change,"  Mr. 
MacEntee  believed,  "  would  inevitably 
involve  confusion  and  hardship."

UNITED  STATES 

Medical  Stock-pile  Funds 

President  Kennedy  has  asked  Con- 
gress for  $26  millions  for  medical  stock- 
piling under  the  civil-defence  pro- 
gramme. The  money  would  go  to  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  to  expand  an  existing  $200 
millions  medical  stock-pile. 

SWEDEN 

World  Congress  on  Pharmacology 

The  first  pharmacological  world  con- 
gress, held  in  Stockholm  recently, 
rallied  1,500  or  so  pharmacologists 
from  forty-six  countries  throughout  the 
world.  About  550  came  from  the 
United  States,  while  the  Soviet  Union 
participated  with  more  than  fifty.  Presi- 
dent of  the  conference  was  Professor 
Borje  Uvnas  (Pharmacological  Institute 
of  the  Karolinska  Institute,  Stockholm). 
The  extensive  programme  had  been  set 
up  around  eight  symposia  covering 
special  branches  within  pharmacology. 
A  predominating  position  among  speci- 
alities on  the  agenda  was  the  field  of 
pharmacodynamics  (which  deals  with 
the  influence  of  drugs  on  organs  and 
cells).  Another,  which  dealt  with  the 
connection  between  chemical  structure 
and  biological  effect  was  headed  by 
Professor  Hugo  Theorell,  Stockholm  (a 
Nobel  prizewinner).  So-called  "  drugs 
by  design  " — as  distinct  from  drugs  de- 
veloped by  methods  of  trial  and  error, 
were  dealt  with  during  the  course  of 
that  symposium. 
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IRISH  BREVITIES 

THE  REPUBLIC 

A  new  code  of  ethics,  believed  the 
first  of  its  kind  ever  drawn  up  by  a 
pharmaceutical  group  in  Europe,  has 
been  drafted  by  the  Irish  Pharmaceuti- 
cal and  Medical  Representatives' 
Association  and  circulated  to  all  mem- 
bers and  associate  members. 

NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

At  August  15,  the  official  retail  price 
index  was  116  against  115  at  July  18 
(January  17,  1965=100). 

Efforts  by  Paisley  [Renfrewshire] 
Town  Council  to  have  more  chemists 
shops  open  on  Sundays  are  being 
opposed  by  local  pharmacists. 

Authorisation  to  be  in  possession  of, 
or  to  supply  or  prescribe  Dangerous 
Drugs  has  been  withdrawn  from  Dr. 
William  Grant  Maule,  Winifred's  Road, 
Bournemouth. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisher- 
ies and  Food,  in  an  advisory  leaflet 
(No.  496,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
threepence)  gives  details  of  the  equip- 
ment and  technique  of  caustic-soda 
immersion  cleaning  of  dairy  equip- 
ment. 

A  new  series  of  photographic 
"  amateur  nights  "  sponsored  by  Ilford, 
Ltd.,  Ilford,  Essex,  opens  at  the  com- 
pany's showroom  at  1 33  Oxford  Street, 
London,  W.l,  on  October  5  (5.30- 
7.30  p.m.).  Subsequent  sessions  are 
being  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
each  month. 

A  party  of  British  scientists  from 
the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy 
Authority  are  visiting  the  U.S.S.R. 
until  October  10.  The  team,  which  is 
being  led  by  Sir  William  Cook,  C.B. 
(member  of  the  Authority  for  Reactors) 
will  discuss  reactor  physics  and  experi- 
mental fast  reactors  with  Russian 
scientists. 

Increases  in  postal  rates  announced 
by  the  Postmaster-General  recently 
(see  C.  &  D.,  July  29,  p.  106)  take 
effect  on  October  1.  Rates  affected  in- 
clude printed  papers  and  samples, 
newspapers,  and  parcels.  Charges  are 
being  introduced  for  stamping  envel- 
opes, and  papers  for  use  as  postcards 
or  wrappers. 

The  Chester  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  collaboration  with 
the  department  of  extra-mural  studies 
of  Liverpool  University  have  arranged 
an  extension  course  of  eight  lectures  on 
"  The  Development  and  Use  of  Mod- 
ern Drugs."  The  lectures,  which  will 
be  delivered  fortnightly,  commence  on 
October  5.  Fee  for  the  course,  £2  2s. 

H.M.  Stationery  Office  has  pub- 
lished No.  6  in  its  "  Guides  to  Official 
Sources."  The  guide  explains  the  stati- 
stics prepared  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
which  have  been  published  in  the  re- 
ports on  the  Censuses  of  Production 
and  the  Import  Duties  Act  Inquiries 
for  years  from  1907  to  1958.  The  cen- 
suses for  1959  and  1960  are  also  dealt 
with.  There  are  indexes  showing  in 
which  reports  information  is  given 
about  particular  industries  and  subjects. 
The  bibliography  and  the  indexes 
account  for  nearly  one  half  of  the 
Guide. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

The  Conference 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  provides  facilities  for  the  annual 
assembly  of  a  large  number  of  pharmacists  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
It  affords  opportunities  for  meeting  and  for  exchange  of  views  on  many 
aspects  of  the  many  and  varied  branches  of  what  constitutes  pharmacy  in 
Britain.  It  offers  a  platform  for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  the 
problems  of  research  and  manufacture,  though  it  may  be  considered  that 
a  large  part  of  the  science  sessions  no  longer  provides  the  practising  phar- 
macist with  much  that  is  met  with  in  his  daily  activities.  Indeed,  were  it 
not  for  the  professional  sessions,  the  Conference  might  soon  find  itself  such 
an  esoteric  gathering  that  its  attraction  for  the  retail  pharmacist  would 
vanish  completely.  A  judicious  blend  of  excursions,  sports  and  evening 
entertainment,  though  those  adventitious  aids  may  not  add  much  to  the 
prestige  value  of  the  occasion,  in  addition  to  the  professional  sessions 
already  mentioned,  widen  the  scope  sufficiently  to  bring  to  each  annual 
venue  many  whose  lifework  does  not  encompass  any  of  the  techniques 
discussed  in  the  science  sessions.  That  is  not  in  any  sense  intended  to  depre- 
ciate the  work  of  those  who  give  an  account  of  their  research  on  the  scien- 
tific side,  for  the  endeavour  is  of  the  greatest  scientific  value,  but  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  in  pharmacy  in  recent  years,  in  which  the 
manufacturing  laboratory  has  gained  ever-increasing  importance  and  domi- 
nance, leave  little  of  practical  value  for  the  pharmacist  in  his  dispensary. 
No  longer  is  provision  made  for  the  discussion  of  the  best  method  of 
keeping  Easton's  syrup,  or  of  making  pills  of  ferrous  iodide.  Who  uses 
them  today,  or,  if  used,  who  makes  them?  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  gentle  art 
of  compromise  that  the  scientist  and  the  retail  pharmacist  are  able  to  meet 
once  a  year.  All,  of  whatever  background,  eat — that  is  common  ground — 
and  some  of  the  most  profound  scientists  play  golf.  There  should  be  scope 
for  a  philosophical  discourse  in  all  this. 

The  chairman's  address 

The  address  of  the  chairman  of  the  Conference  (Dr.  D.  C.  Garratt)  is 
granted  well-deserved  commendation  in  your  editorial  comment  on  p.  341, 
though  it  also  is  perhaps  of  greater  interest  to  manufacturers  than  to  retail 
practising  pharmacists.  That,  of  course,  was  in  accordance  with  expecta- 
tion, for  when  a  chairman  is  chosen  from  the  scientific  side  it  is  natural 
that  he  should  address  himself  to  his  own  field  of  activity.  But  I  find  myself 
unable  to  comprehend  just  what  Dr.  Garratt  is  after  when  he  deprecates 
the  fact  that  many  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  houses  employ  a  non- 
pharmacist  as  chief  analyst  and  offers,  as  a  solution,  a  Diploma  of  Tech- 
nology course,  or  a  specialised  course  in  pharmaceutical  analysis  after  a 
Diploma  in  Technology.  Would  the  institution  of  such  a  diploma,  or  of 
a  specialised  course  in  pharmaceutical  analysis  after  the  taking  of  some 
other  kind  of  diploma  in  technology,  produce  a  pharmacist  or  another 
non-pharmacist?  The  question  is  academic  at  the  moment,  unless  Dr. 
Garratt  has  information  that  has  not  come  our  way  yet.  I  do  not  pose 
the  question  to  detract  from  the  many  excellent  ideas  put  forward  by  the 
speaker,  but  his  suggestion  highlights  vague  hints  that  have  been  dropped 
in  another  place,  and  we  should  be  kept  informed.  The  special  subcommit- 
tee appointed  more  than  two  years  ago  to  examine  and  report  should  surely 
be  reporting  soon. 

The  excursions 

The  photographs  of  the  excursions  show  that  Conference  visitors  are 
appreciative  of  the  well-established  dictum  concerning  all  work  and  no 
play.  The  picture  of  the  vessel  on  the  harbour  trip  must  give  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  food  for  thought  in  the  matter  of  providing 
"  refreshments "  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  There,  on  the  fore-deck,  is  a 
notice  boldly  displayed  announcing  "  fully  licensed  bar  below."  There 
is  no  evidence  of  a  stampede  in  the  direction  of  the  companion-way,  but 
the  nautical  gentleman  in  the  immediate  foreground  is  engaged  in  activities 
suggesting  the  ship  has  just  cast-off  so  maybe  it  is  too  early  to  judge. 
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THE  Minister  of  Health  will  shortly  be 
calling  the  attention  of  all  general  prac- 
titioners and  the  medical  officers  of 
health  of  local  health  authorities  to  the 
recommendations  on  immunisation  pro- 
cedures which  have  been  made  by  the 
Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Lord  Cohen 
of  Birkenhead.  As  a  result  it  is  likely 
that  combined  vaccines  will  be  used  to 
an  increasing  extent  in  the  future.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  advice 
from  the  standing  committee. 

It  is  now  possible  to  provide  protec- 
tion against  several  infectious  diseases 
in  early  life  by  active  immunisation  and 
there  had  recently  been  considerable  de- 
bate as  to  the  most  satisfactory  timing 
of  the  different  immunising  procedures. 
In  that  context  three  considerations 
seemed  to  be  of  particular  import- 
ance:—(i)  The  greatest  possible  mea- 
sure of  immunity  should  be  provided 
against  each  particular  disease;  (ii) 
there  should  be  the  least  risk  of  caus- 
ing harmful  reactions  or  complications 
and,  in  particular,  of  inducing  provoca- 
tion poliomyelitis;  (iir)  the  number  of 
injections  given  to  the  child  and  the 
number  of  visits  necessary  should  be  as 
low  as  possible. 

No  single  schedule  could  fully  meet 
all  those  considerations,  and  the  two 
suggested  alternative  schedules  were 
attempts  to  reach  a  compromise, 
although  modification  might  be  neces-

sary  later  in  the  light  of  new  know- 
ledge. . 

The  ability  to  form  antibodies  in  re- 
sponse to  an  antigenic  stimulus  is  im- 
mature at  birth  and  may  not  be  fully 
developed  until  about  six  to  nine 
months  of  age.  Another  factor  which 
might  affect  adversely  the  ability  of  the 
infant  to  respond  to  active  immunisa- 
tion is  a  high  level  of  maternally  trans- 
mitted antibody.  For  those  reasons  vac- 
cination against  poliomyelitis,  for  ex- 
ample, should  be  deferred  until  the 
infant  is  at  least  six  months  old. 

The  recommendation  goes  on  to  say 
that  the  use  of  combined  antigens  re- 
quires a  careful  balance  between  them 
in  order  to  prevent  the  response  to  one 
antigen  overwhelming  that  to  other  anti- 
gens. It  had  been  shown  that  the  use  of 
certain  combined  antigens,  e.g.,  a  com- 
bination of  pertussis  vaccine  and  diph- 
theria toxoid,  carried  a  slight  risk  of 
provocation  poliomyelitis  (poliomyelitis 
occurring  within  a  few  days  of  injec- 
tion with  paralysis  particularly  affecting 
the  site  of  inoculation).  However,  the 
risk  was  much  less  than  in  past  years 
and  there  was  reason  to  believe  that 
they  would  not  become  more  frequent 
if  the  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the 
population  remained  low.  The  objec- 
tion on  that  ground  to  the  use  of  com- 
bined antigens  was  therefore  consider- 
ably reduced.  The  Committee  also 
suggest  that  it  is  a  reasonable  assump-

Notes:  (i)  An  interval  of  at  least  two  weeks  should  normally  be  allowed  to  elapse ,  after 
an  injection  of  diphtheria /pertussis /tetanus  or  poliomyelitis  vaccine  before  undertak  ng 
vaccination  against  smallpox.  When  vaccination  against  smallpox  precedes  an  injection 
of  one  of  the  other  vaccines  it  is  desirable  to  allow  at  least  three  weeks  to  elapse 
(ii)  B.C.G.  vaccine  may  be  given  to  school  children  aged  ten  years  or  more  at  the 
discretion  of  the  medical  officer  of  health. 
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against  provocation  paralysis  although 
that  has  not  been  demonstrated  in  man. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  whoop- 
ing cough  has  been  falling  very  con- 
siderably for  several  years,  and  deaths 
after  the  first  year  of  life  were  rare. 
The  majority  occurred  in  the  first  six 
months  so  that  even  very  early  im- 
munisation was  unlikely  to  greatly  re- 
duce those  deaths.  The  time  of  maxi- 
mum incidence  of  the  disease,  judged  by 
notification  figures,  was  from  one  to 
four  years.  In  general,  there  were  ad- 
vantages in  immunising  children  at  a 
time  which  would  ensure  that  their  re- 
sistance to  infection  would  be  at  its 
height  when  the  risk  of  exposure  was 
greatest. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  offer 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  at 
about  the  age  of  seven  or  eight  months 
with  a  reinforcing  dose  after  the  four- 
teenth month;  against  diphtheria  be- 
tween nine  and  twelve  months  with  re- 
inforcing doses  after  the  eighteenth 
month  and  before  school  entry,  and 
against  smallpox  at  four  to  five  months. 
Immunisation  against  whooping  cough 
might  be  started  either  in  the  early 
months  of  life,  or,  towards  the  end  of 
the  first  year,  before  the  time  of  maxi- 
mum incidence  of  the  disease.  It  seemed 
unlikely,  in  view  of  the  relative  mild- 
ness of  whooping  cough  after  the  first 
year,  that  reinforcing  doses  were  indi- 
cated. The  committee  also  point 
out  the  desirability  of  offering  immuni- 
sation against  tetanus  in  the  first  or 
second  year,  with  a  reinforcing  dose 
before  school  entry.  In  connection  with 
the  observance  of  schedule  "  P "  it  is 
noted  that,  given  early  pertussis  vac- 
cine might  reduce  the  incidence  and 
severity  of  infantile  whooping  cough. 

Provocation  Paralysis 

There  is  no  need  to  give  diphtheria 
and  tetanus  toxoids  so  early  in  life  as 
the  incidence  of  those  diseases  below 
the  age  of  one  year  is  "  almost  negli- 
gible." The  use  of  a  combination  of  a 
bacterial  vaccine  and  two  toxoids  might 
increase  the  incidence  of  "  provocation 
paralysis,"  and  that,  should  it  be  de- 
sired, the  seventh  visit  might  be  avoided 
by  giving  poliomyelitis  3  and  diph- 
theria/pertussis/tetanus 4  at  different 
inoculation  sites  during  the  sixth  visit. 

According  to  schedule  Q,  no  antigen 
is  given  by  injection  before  the  age  of 
six  months  to  increase  the  possibility 
of  maximal  antibody  response.  Two 
doses  of  polio  vaccine  are  given  before 
any  other  injection.  That  is  believed  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  "  provocation  paraly- 
sis." Vaccination  against  pertussis  is 
delayed  until  between  nine  and  twelve 
months,  which  is  the  time  of  maximum 
incidence  of  the  disease.  That  may  in- 
directly protect  infants  by  reducing  their 
chances  of  being  infected  by  older 
children.  As  with  Schedule  P  an  extra 
visit  can  be  avoided  by  giving  polio- 
myelitis 3  and  diphtheria /pertussis/ 
tetanus  3  at  different  inoculation  sites 
at  the  fifth  visit. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Sale  Without  Prescription 

For  selling,  without  a  valid  prescrip- 
tion, a  proprietary  brand  of  skin  oint- 
ment containing  hydrocortisone,  H.  I. 
Powell,  Ltd.,  9  Broadmark  Parade, 
Rustington,  Sussex,  were  fined  £10,  with 
£3  3s.  costs,  at  Littlehampton  recently. 
The  case  was  brought  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  whose  inspector  was 
said  to  have  carried  out  test  purchases 
in  the  area,  following  a  complaint. 
The  company  pleaded  guilty. 

All  Reasonable  Precautions  Taken 

A  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  hav- 
ing swallowed  potassium  cyanide  was 
returned  at  an  inquest  held  in  Dublin 
on  September  16  on  Patrick  Mangan, 
of  St  Patrick's  Park,  Celbndge,  co. 
Kildare.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Mangan, 
a  platelayer  employed  by  Coras 
Iompar  Eireann  (the  Irish  State  trans- 
port organisation)  who  died  on  Septem- 
ber 14,  at  Lucan  South  railway  station, 
had  taken  the  poison  from  a  bottle 
labelled  Kruschen  salts.  Mr.  N. 
Galway-Greer,  Dunboyne,  co.  Meath, 
gave  evidence  that  he  left  the  poison  at 
the  railway  station  to  destroy  a  nest  of 
wasps.  He  warned  a  signalman  Patrick 
Kelly  that  the  bottle  contained  potas- 
sium cyanide,  and  that  he  should  not 
even  smell  its  contents.  He  also  told 
Mr.  Kelly  to  put  it  in  the  opening  of 
the  nest.  Patrick  Kelly,  in  evidence, 
said  that  Mr.  Galway-Greer  had  ex- 
plained to  him  that  the  product  was 
a  deadly  poison  and  that  he  should  not 
even  smell  it.  He  locked  the  bottle  in 
his  locker  and  could  not  understand 
how  Mr.  Mangan  got  it.  John  Kelly, 
another  signalman,  said  he  heard  Mr. 
Mangan  complain  of  constipation.  He 
saw  him  put  water  in  a  glass  and  put 
a  teaspoonful  from  the  bottle  labelled 
Kruschen  salts  in  it.  Later  he  saw  Mr. 
Mangan  trying  to  vomit  and  he  then 
collapsed.  He  was  unaware  the  jar  had 
contained  anything  but  the  salts.  Re- 
turning the  verdict,  the  coroner  said  he 
was  satisfied  that  Mr.  Galway-Greer 
had  taken  all  reasonable  precautions  to 
make  it  known  that  what  was  in  the 
bottle  was  potassium  cyanide.  He  added 
that  he  proposed  to  hold  the  bottle 
pending  further  inquiries.

Messrs.  Lyons 
are  to  have  49  per  cent,  interest  in  the 
new  company  and  Messrs.  Schweppes 
a  similar  share  in  O.  R.  Groves,  Ltd. 
(the  subsidiary  of  J.  Lyons  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  marketing  Sunfresh  products). 
The  link-up  becomes  effective  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1962. 

VITAMINS,  LTD.  —  The  chairman 
(Mr.  H.  C.  H.  Graves),  in  reviewing  the 
company's  trading  during  the  year 
ended  March  31,  records  that  the  im- 
provement in  net  profit  over  the  previ- 
ous year  (see  C.  &  £>.,  August  26,  p. 
211),  was  not  so  great  as  had  been 
hoped  for.  Higher  freight  rates,  fuel 
costs,  postages  and  telephones,  etc., 
were  partly  responsible.  During  the 
year  world  competition  in  fine  chemi- 
cals greatly  intensified,  Switzerland, 
Germany,  Japan  and  U.S.A.  all  taking 
part,  with  the  result  that  profitability 
suffered.  World  shortage  in  the  supply 
of  an  essential  raw  material  inhibited 
the  exploitation  of  certain  technical  ad- 
vances in  manufacturing  processes  on 
which  the  company  had  been  relying 
for  a  significant  contribution  to  their 
revenues.  Some  of  these  processes  re- 
sulted from  extensive  research  and 
development  programmes,  the  costs  of 
which  may  now  never  be  recouped 
fully.  Mr.  Graves  then  attacks  the 
Minister  of  Health's  treatment  of  the 
British  fine  chemical  and  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry :  "  So  far  from  encourag- 
ing and  helping  British  inventiveness  he 
[the  Minister]  has  taken  the  unprece- 
dented step  of  offering  to  purchase  the 
nation's  requirement  of  certain  essen- 
tial products,  protected  by  patent  in 
this  and  other  countries,  from  pirates — 
from  those  who,  by  industrial  espion- 
age or  otherwise,  seek  to  cash  in  on 
the  patented  knowledge  of  inventors 
without  having  contributed  either  cash 
or  inventiveness  to  the  invention  or  de- 
velopment of  the  product  itself  or  the 
clinical  research  needed  before  it  could 
be  safely  marketed.  It  is  axiomatic 
that  the  successful  development  of  ex- 
port trade  needs  a  firmly  based  home 
market."  Mr.  Graves  points  out  that 
British  agriculture  is  supported  to  the 
tune  of  £260  millions  a  year  and  if  it 
is  worth  subsidising  agriculture  because, 
on  balance,  the  country  gets  value  for 
money,  is  it  not  worth  paying  the  phar- 
maceutical and  fine  chemical  industry 
justly  for  its  goods  instead  of  importing 
from  counterfeiters'  dumped  goods  to 
"  save  "  a  few  pounds,  he  asks.

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Thoughts  on  the  Conference  Meeting 

The  1961  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  will  always 
be  noteworthy  for  the  inauguration  of  the  Conference 
Lecture — an  experiment  that  proved  so  eminently  suc- 
cessful that  it  is  almost  certain  to  be  repeated  in  future 
Conference  programmes. 

The  executive  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  prevail 
upon  Dr.  Isaacs  to  speak  on  interferon.  As  a  lecturer, 
Dr.  Isaacs  was  outstanding,  and  his  subject  had  the 
advantage  of  being  supremely  topical.  The  executive 
has  set  itself  a  high  standard  to  maintain,  and  it  must 
strive  to  ensure  that  the  giving  of  a  Conference  lecture 
is  an  honour  to  be  sought.  It  could  well  become  one  of 
the  highest  honours  pharmacy  as  a  profession  could 
bestow. 

There  is,  however,  one  aspect  of  the  lecture  about 
which  we  are  less  persuaded,  and  that  concerns  the 
questioning  of  the  speaker  after  the  lecture.  Whilst  we 
recognise  the  advantages  of  elucidation  which  the 
appropriate  questions  can  provide,  there  are  risks  that 
the  procedure  may  level  out  the  stature  of  the  lecture 
to  that  of  one  of  the  papers  in  the  science  sessions.  It 
should  be  an  authoritative  pronouncement.  A  Confer- 
ence lecture  without  questions  or  discussion  would  also, 
we  think,  give  the  executive  a  greater  freedom  of  choice 
of  speaker  and  subject. 

Another  and  practical  aspect  of  the  Conference 
lecture  to  which  attention  should  be  given  at  future 
Conference  meetings  is  that  of  acoustics,  microphone 
techniques  and  the  age-old  problem  of  projecting  lan- 
tern slides.  Until  the  "mike"  problem  was  solved  by  Dr. 
Ebling  at  the  symposium  session,  some  among  the 
audience  were  unable  to  hear  speakers  adequately  and 
comfortably. 

That,  in  spite  of  an  arduous  programme  and  the 
brilliant  sunshine  outside,  over  seventy  persons  attended 
the  final  science  session  was  indicative  of  the  interest 
maintained  in  those  sessions  throughout  the  Conference 
meeting.  The  experience  confirmed  the  opinion  we 
expressed  last  week  as  to  the  value  of  providing  research 
workers  with  this  annual  platform. 

Throughout  the  science  sessions  there  was  evidence 
of  independent  thought  and  critical  analysis,  and  many 
examples  of  how  the  results  of  a  specialist  in  one  dis- 
cipline may  help  research  workers  in  another. 

The  individual  contributions  to  the  symposium  session 
were  of  a  high  order  and,  if  there  were  few  high  spots, 
the  work  recorded  was  practical,  solid  and  pharmaceu- 
tically  promising,  consolidating  the  ground  from  which 


future  advances  may  be  forthcoming.  It  is  an  inherent 
character  of  the  sessions  that  most  of  the  research  work 
in  pharmacy  is  carried  out  by  manufacturers  within  the 
industry,  who  may  be  forgiven  a  certain  reticence  to 
disclose  information  about  their  current  activities.  The 
symposium  session  served  to  reveal  and  emphasise  a 
lack  of  fundamental  information  regarding  skin  medi- 
cation, and,  if  the  1961  Conference  proves  to  have  stimu- 
lated further  research  into  those  problems,  then  the 
session  and  choice  of  subject  will  have  been  eminently 
worth  while. 

Patient's  Pocket  and  Public  Purse 

The  misapprehension  that  exists  among  the  general  pub- 
lic regarding  the  2s.  N.H.S.  charge  per  prescription  was 
not  lessened  by  a  recent  article  in  the  People  (Septem- 
ber 17)  above  the  signature  "  John  Justice."  The  article 
opened  with  an  allegation  that  "  a  crazy  muddle  be- 
tween the  Minister  of  Health,  the  doctors,  and  the 
chemist  is  cheating  thousands  of  old  and  needy  folk 
of  their  precious  pennies  every  day."  After  pointing 
out  that 

"  if  it's  just  a  bottle  of  aspirin  or  a  roll  of  bandage  costing 
only  a  few  pence,  you've  still  got  to  fork  out  two 
shillings  " 

"  John  Justice  "  quoted  a  statement  made  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Health  in  March  that  he  expected  chemists  to 
sell  items  costing  less  than  two  shillings  at  the  ordinary 
retail  price,  and  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
that  chemists  were  not  permitted,  when  a  person  pre- 
sents a  prescription,  to  decide  whether  to  supply  items 
within  the  Health  Service  or  "  over  the  counter."  "  John 
Justice  "  continued :  — 

"  The  chemists  quite  correctly  have  gone  on  charging 
the  full  two  shillings  for  the  cheap  drugs." 
The  article  ended  with  a  suggestion  that  doctors  should 
write  down  the  cheaper-than-two-shillings  items  on  a 
plain  piece  of  paper,  separate  from  the  official  prescrip- 
tion form,  and  advise  their  patients  to  buy  them  over 
the  counter,  adding  "  that  would  be  a  common-sense 
way  out  of  the  muddle  until  the  Minister  managed  to 
get  the  law  changed." 

The  article  prompted  comment  by  the  secretary  of 
the  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  (Mr.  J. 
Wright),  who  sent  to  the  People  on  September  20  a 
reply.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  reply  was  cut  to 
about  one-third  of  its  original  length,  otherwise  the 
readers  of  the  People  might  have  been  led  to  under- 
stand that  the  2s.  per-item-charge  is  a  levy  imposed  by 
Parliament,  and  bears  no  relationship  whatsoever  to 
the  cost  of  the  drugs  or  appliances  prescribed.  Mr. 
Wright's  letter  as  sent  included  the  following  para- 
graph :  — 

Whether  or  not  the  nation's  drug  bill  is  too  high,  as 
many  people  think,  is  not  such  a  simple  matter  as  many 
'  suppose.  The  more  patients  who  are  treated  at  home,  the 
less  the  burden  on  the  hospital  service  which,  last  year, 
accounted  for  57  per  cent. — £415  millions  of  the  total 
expenditure  of  £726  millions  on  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Tuberculosis  sanatoria  have  been  closed  down  in 
considerable  numbers  because  of  the  administration  of 
drugs  which  have  almost  conquered  this  former  killing 
disease.  Mental  hospitals  would  be  crowded  out  but  for 
the  therapeutic  value  of  many  modern  drugs.  It  could 
well  be  that  the  way  to  a  less  costly  National  Health 
Service  would  be,  not  through  the  curtailment  of  the  use 
of  drugs,  but  by  the  extension  of  the  use  of  drugs." 
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Part  of  that  paragraph  was  unfortunately  distorted 
by  the  Editor  of  the  People  to  read :  — 

The  more  patients  can  treat  themselves  at  home,  i.e., 
with  drugs,  the  less  is  the  strain  on  the  hospital  service — 
which  is  undeniably  the  most  costly  part  of  the  Health 
Service. 

Any  pharmacist  reader  of  the  People  who  was  led 
by  the  abbreviated  letter  to  believe  that  the  N.P.U.  was 
advocating  self-medication  now  sees  that  what  the 
secretary  wrote  was  correct,  and  that  what  was  published 
was  misleading. 

Any  Business  Questions 

On  June  24,  1950,  J  took  a  21-year  lease  of  a  shop 
and  store,  at  a  fixed  rental  for  the  whole  period.  The 
landlord  who  also  owns  the  property  on  either  side  of 
the  shop  recently  approached  me  to  ask  whether  I 
would  he  interested  in  purchasing  my  shop  and  the 
adjoining  premises.  He  mentioned  a  price  which  was 
prohibitive  and  about  three  times  the  value  of  the 
property,  which  is  very  old  and  only  fit  to  be  pulled 
down  and  rebuilt.  He  stated  that  if  1  do  not  purchase 
the  property  he  will  sell  the  three  units  to  a  develop- 
ment company  and  that  when  my  21  years  have  expired, 
there  would  be  no  possibility  of  a  new  lease  forth- 
coming from  the  new  owners,  as  they  would  be  rebuild- 
ing all  three  shops  as  one  unit,  and  the  only  compensa- 
tion I  could  expect  would  be  two  years  rateable  value 
of  the  premises. 
If  the  property  is  sold  to  the  developers,  then  it  is  quite 
correct  that,  as  the  law  stands  at  present,  the  developer  in 
ten  years'  time  or  thereabouts,  when  your  lease  runs  out, 
would  be  entitled  to  turn  you  out  and  refuse  you  a  new 
lease  on  the  ground  that  the  property  is  to  be  demolished 
and  developed.  All  you  would  get  as  compensation  would 
be  twice  the  rateable  value.  As  you  have  ten  years  before 
you,  I  should  sit  tight,  and  refuse  to  buy,  that  is  if  you 
have  any  thought  of  buying,  except  at  a  reasonable  price. 
If  the  property  is  sold,  you  could,  when  your  lease  has  still 
two  to  three  years  to  run,  if  not  before,  sound  your  new 
landlords  about  a  new  lease.  In  the  meantime  you  could 
be  on  the  lookout  for  other  freehold  premises  in  the 
neighbourhood  to  which  you  could  transfer  your  business 
in  good  time.  In  effect,  you  should  do  this  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  ascertaining  whether  you  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue at  your  present  premises.  If  you  could  move  to  new 
premises  soon,  you  could  either  sell  the  remainder  of  your 
present  lease,  or  relet  the  premises  at  a  higher  rent  than 
that  which  you  are  now  paying. 

NEW  FILMS 

Allergy 

Beecham  Research  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Great  West  Road, 
Brentford,  Middlesex.  16-mm.  Colour.  Sound.  Running 
time :  approximately  30  minutes. 
This  film  which  replaces  an  earlier  film  (Allergic  Diseases 
in  Man)  examines  the  problem  of  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  allergic  diseases  in  the  light  of  modern  knowledge. 
The  film  begins  by  reviewing  the  various  diseases  which  are 
allergic  in  origin,  and  the  percentages  of  the  population 
which  suffer  from  the  more  common  allergic  conditions. 
The  main  groups  of  allergens  are  enumerated,  and  the  dif- 
ference between  intolerance  and  allergy  is  explained.  The 
hereditary  nature  of  the  allergic  predisposition  is  also  pre- 
sented. A  section  of  the  film  deals  with  the  process  of 
primary  allergic  sensitisation  and  the  mechanism  involved 
so  far  as  it  is  known  in  the  light  of  modern  research  in  the 
production  of  shock  tissue  by  means  of  the  attachment  of 
specific  antibodies  to  the  cells  in  question.  A  particularly 
striking  part  of  the  film,  showing  what  happens  when  the 
lung  is  the  shock  organ,  is  the  sequence  taken  from  a  bron- 
choscopy of  a  patient  whose  lung  had  been  put  into  bron- 
chospasm  by  the  inhalation  of  an  appropriate  allergen 
aerosol.  The  major  portion  of  the  film  is  taken  up  by  pre- 
senting in  some  detail  the  process  of  eliciting  a  case  history 
in  a  typical  case  of  allergy  which  is  followed  by  close-up 
shots  of  the  techniques  used  for  skin  testing  for  those  aller- 
gens indicated  by  the  history.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

{Concluded  from  C.  &  D.,  September  23,  p.  350) 
Mr.  Miller  said  that  the  constructive  work  accomplished 
by  Mr.  O'Briain  as  chief  inspector  had  far  outweighed  the 
expense  of  his  employment,  and  he  had  built  up  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  goodwill. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Semple,  agreeing,  said  that  a  number  of 
chemists  were  careless,  and  semed  to  think  that,  when  the 
inspector  was  off  the  road,  they  could  do  what  they  liked. 
In  that  way  they  were  letting  down  the  good  name  of  their 
profession. 

Mr.  O'Regan  said  the  Council  had  been  fortunate  in 
having  had  Mr.  O'Briain,  who  was  more  a  liaison  officer 
than  an  inspector.  He  himself  had  heard  that  the  Barbitur- 
ates Regulations  were  being  violated  by  some  chemists, 
who  even  renewed  prescriptions  in  cases  where  "  repeat  " 
was  not  marked  on  them.  The  matter  had  been  discussed 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  pharmacists  in  Cork.  More  public- 
ity should  be  given,  he  believed,  to  the  heavy  fines  which 
breaches  of  the  regulations  carried.  Pharmacists  should  be 
above  violating  them.  Mr.  O'Regan  added  that,  if  they  had 
an  individual  in  their  ranks  guilty  of  such  conduct,  it  was 
high  time  to  remove  him. 

Mr.  O'Donnell  suggested  that  the  matter  of  appointing 
a  new  inspector  should  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
meeting,  and  Mr.  O'Neill  said  he  felt  something  would 
have  to  be  done  when  the  Poisons  Act  came  into  operation. 

Mr.  Cremen  asked  whether  the  Council  was  still  in  a 
position  to  implement  the  law  in  that  respect  ?  Mr.  Cole- 
man replied  that  the  Society  still  retained  the  services  of 
part-time  inspectors. 

It  was  stated  by  the  Registrar  that  a  meeting  of  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  Trust  Fund  would  be  called  on 
September  29.

were  nominated  for  membership.  The  names  of  Annetta 
Duddy,  Portumna,  co.  Galway;  Pauline  M.  P.  Healy,  10 
Alverna,  Mardyke,  Cork,  and  Anne  B.  Talbot,  Patrick 
Street,  Tullamore,  were  added  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Assistants'  Preliminary  register.

Conference  Week  Events 


Hospital  Pharmacists'  Meeting 

AN  informal  gathering  of  hospital 
pharmacists  and  their  friends,  arranged 
by  the  Wessex  Branch  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists,  was  held  at  the 
Queen's  hotel  on  Wednesday  evening. 
About  seventy  were  present,  the  guests 
including  officers  of  the  Portsmouth 
Group  Hospital  Management  Commit- 
tee, including  Mr.  R.  G.  Tremlett, 
M.P.S.;  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society;  and  of  the  Local 
Conference  Committee;  Mr.  E.  Thorpe 
(head  of  the  pharmacy  department, 
Portsmouth  College  of  Technology); 
the  chairman  of  the  Conference  (Dr. 
D.  C.  Garrett)  and  its  president  (Mr. 
H.  S.  Grainger).  In  welcoming  the 
guests  and  expressing  the  thanks  of  the 
Guild  to  the  Wessex  Branch  for  arrang- 
ing the  function  Mr.  S.  Powlson 
(president  of  the  Guild)  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Grainger,  though 
invited  as  president  of  the  Conference, 
was  present  in  his  own  right  as  a  hos- 
pital pharmacist — a  source  of  consid- 
erable gratification  to  all  hospital  phar- 
macists. 

Central  Sterile  Supply  Unit 

ON  Thursday  afternoon,  while  many 
members  participated  in  various  sport- 
ing activities,  about  eighty  others  visi- 
ted the  central  sterile  supply  depart- 
ment at  St.  Mary's  Hospital.  They  were 
greeted  by  Dr.  K.  E.  T.  Hughes  (con- 
sultant pathologist).  In  three  groups, 
they  were  shown  around  the  dressings 
supply  and  syringe  service  departments 
and  a  ward  ante-room. 

Major  dressings,  members  were  told, 
are  prepacked  for  the  department  at 
the  Cosham  factory  of  Johnson  & 
Johnson  (Great  Britain),  Ltd.;  other, 
smaller,  packs  and  instruments  are  pre- 
pared at  the  hospital  and  sealed  with 
tape  containing  a  heat-sensitive  colour 
indicator.  They  are  sterilised  by  high- 
vacuum  autoclaving  (12  mm.  abs.  Hg.) 
at  126°  C.  for  ten  minutes,  followed 
by  drying  (at  28  mm.  abs.  Hg.).  Cath- 
eters are  nylon-wrapped  and  sterilised 
by  gamma-radiation  at  Wantage  Re- 
search Laboratory. 

Each  ward  has  a  stock  of  routine 
packs,  stored  in  a  fibreboard  pannier. 
Stocks  are  checked  and  replenished  up 
to  three  times  a  day.  In  addition,  there 
is  a  central  source  of  instruments  in 
only  occasional  demand.  A  staff  of 
seven  distribute  supplies  also  to  four 
other  hospitals  in  the  Group — a  total 
of  1,000  beds.  The  department,  once  it 
is  established  in  new  premises  at  nearby 
Queen  Alexandra  Hospital,  is  expec- 
ted to  maintain  a  continuous  flowline 
of  materials. 

The  syringe  service,  staffed  by  seven- 
teen technicians,  has  been  functional 
for  thirteen  years.  It  supplies  up  to 
3,000  syringes  a  day  to  all  hospitals  in 
the  Wessex  region;  stocks  are  sent 
direct,  and  the  absence  of  sub-depots 
ensures  a  72-hour  turnover.  Svringes 
are  oven-sterilised  at  180°  C.  for  141 
minutes  on  a  slow-moving  roller,  in 
extruded   aluminium    containers  ano- 


dised  to  give  constant  heat  absorption 
whatever  their  size.  Used  needles  are 
examined  microscopically  before  re- 
sterilisation  at  160°  C.  for  1  hour. 

The  department  is  independent  of  the 
pharmacy.  It  does  not  handle  bottled 
fluids. 

Mr.  S.  Powlson  (chairman,  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists)  thanked  Dr. 
Hughes,  his  assistants  and  the  Local 
Conference  Committee,  on  behalf  of 
all  present,  for  organising  the  visit. 

Concert  at  Guildhall 

ON  Thursday  evening  members  of  the 
Conference  gathered  at  the  Guildhall  to 
hear  a  concert,  "  Music  to  Remember," 
at  which  Vic  Oliver  conducted  the 
British  Concert  Orchestra.  The  pro- 
gramme began  with  the  Offenbach  over- 
ture, Orpheus  in  the  Underworld.  Marie 
Collier  (soprano)  and  Ronald  Dowd 
(tenor)  from  the  Royal  Opera  House, 
Covent  Garden,  sang  solos  and  later  a 
duet  from  Puccini's  "  Madame  Butter- 
fly." After  the  programme  Conference 
members  were  regaled  with  a  buffet 
supper  before  returning  to  their  respec- 
tive hotels  by  coach. 

Conference  Ball 

THE  final  function  of  the  Portsmouth 
Conference  was  the  ball  held  at  the 
Guildhall  on  Friday  evening.  Guests 
were  received  by  the  Conference  presi- 
dent (Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger)  and  Mrs. 
Grainger  and  the  Conference  chairman 
(Dr.  D.  C.  Garratt).  Music  was  provi- 
ded by  the  dance  orchestra  of  H.M. 
Royal  Marines  (Portsmouth  Group)  by 
permission  of  Major-General,  Royal 
Marines,  Portsmouth.  During  the 
evening  dancing  was  suspended  while 
the  chairman  presented  the  golf,  tennis 
and  bowls  trophies.  Later  gifts  of  silver, 
purchased  with  contributions  from  in- 
dividual members  of  the  Conference, 
were  presented  to  officers  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Committee.  An  unexpected  (and 
believed  unrehearsed)  item  during  the 
evening  was  choral  singing  in  the 
native  tongue  by  "The  Portsmouth 
National  Welsh  Choir  "  under  the  con- 
ductorship  of  Mr.  Albert  Howells. 

Ladies'  Excursions 
Meon  Valley  and  Winchester 

Six  coach-loads  of  ladies,  among  them 
a  fair  sprinkling  of  gentlemen,  left  on 
the  excursion  on  Tuesday  morning  to 
the  Meon  Valley  and  Winchester.  Well- 
informed  guides  on  each  coach  pointed 
out  places  of  interest  on  the  way.  The 
stop  for  coffee  was  made  at  Winchester, 
followed  by  a  conducted  tour  of  the 
cathedral,  guides  outlining  its  history 
in  some  detail.  The  return  journey  was 
by  a  roundabout  route  through  beauti- 
ful countryside. 

H.M.S.  Victory 

No  visit  to  Portsmouth  would  be  com- 
plete without  a  tour  of  H.M.S.  Victory, 
and  half-a-dozen  coach-loads  of  mem- 
bers made  the  trip  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon. The  historic  warship  is  berthed  in 
No.  2  dock  at  Portsmouth  Dockyard.  Its 
story  was  outlined  by  expert  guides,  who 


found  some  difficulty  in  keeping  on 
the  move  such  a  large  influx  of  visitors. 
Great  interest  was  shown  in  the  fine 
work  of  restoration  now  going  on. 
Some  of  the  visitors  took  the  opportun- 
ity of  calling  in  at  the  Victory  Museum, 
where  many  relics  of  Lord  Nelson  may 
be  seen. 

Goodwood  and  Chichester 

First  pause  in  the  outward  journey  on 
the  excursion  to  Goodwood  and  Chi- 
chester was  to  take  in  the  view  from 
the  top  of  Portsdown  Hill.  The  wooded 
country  side  that  followed  was  pleasant 
for  the  excursionists  but  its  twisting 
lanes  and  narrow  village  streets  were 
obviously  hard  on  the  drivers.  Once 
past  Goodwood  racecourse,  splendidly 
set  in  the  elegant  estate  of  the  Duke  of 
Richmond  and  Gordon,  the  route 
turned  coastwards  to  Chichester.  Coffee 
in  the  town  hall  on  arrival  preceded  a 
visit  to  the  cathedral,  where  a  team  of 
enthusiastic  guides  did  their  best  to 
impart  as  much  information  as  they 
could  in  the  time  available.  Begun  in 
1091  and  consecrated  in  1184,  Chiches- 
ter Cathedral  provided  the  unexpected 
in  the  form  of  two  groups  of  stone 
carvings,  reputed  to  date  back  to  before 
the  cathedral  itself  was  built.  Far  re- 
moved from  them  in  time,  but  equally 
dramatic,  was  Graham  Sutherland's 
painting  "  Early  Easter  Morning."  The 
return  to  Portsmouth  was  along  the 
road  running  parallel  with  the  coast. 

Portchester  Castle 

Older  than  Portsmouth  and  on  a  site 
jutting  into  the  harbour,  Portchester 
Castle  has  served  successively  as  a 
Roman  fort  against  the  Saxons,  as  a 
Royal  fortress  and  residence  in  medie- 
val times,  and  as  a  camp  for  French 
prisoners  taken  during  the  Napoleonic 
wars.  The  Friday  morning  excursion 
was  favoured  by  the  best  weather  of  the 
whole  Conference  week.  A  break  for 
coffee  and  biscuits  in  Portchester  village 
hall  was  followed,  for  most  of  the 
party,  by  a  long  climb  to  the  top  of  the 
castle  keep  to  admire  the  view.  On  one 
side  was  the  wide  expanse  of  Ports- 
mouth harbour,  with  the  silhouettes  of 
a  line  of  warships  at  anchor  showing 
through  the  haze.  Behind  was  the  older 
part  of  the  village  merging  into  the 
more  modern  built-up  area  further  in- 
land. Back  on  ground  level  there  was 
just  time  to  see  the  small  but  beauti- 
fully preserved  Norman  church,  which 
still  serves  Portchester  parish  from  its 
site  in  a  corner  of  the  eight  acres  sur- 
rounded by  the  castle  walls,  still  mainly 
as  built  by  the  Romans  about  a.d.  300, 
with  the  addition  of  a  keep  and  new 
gatehouses  in  later  times.  The  transition 
to  twentieth-century  Portsmouth  on  the 
short  journey  back  seemed  almost  too 
abrupt.

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NINETY -EIGHTH    MEETING    OF    THE  j  BRITISH    PHARMACEUTICAL    CONFERENCE,    PORTSMOUTH,  1961 

Closing  Session  and  Reports 


DURING  the  closing  session  of  the 
1961  Conference  on  September  22  it 
was  made  known  that  Mr.  J.  C.  Han- 
bury  was  to  be  the  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
be  held  in  Liverpool  on  September 
3-7,  1962. 

The  session  began  with  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  local  committee  proposed 
by  Mr.  E.  Knott,  Edinburgh,  who  said 
the  committee  had  shown  originality 
and  imagination  in  planning  the  Con- 
ference meeting.  They  had  seen  to  first 
the  spiritual  and  then  the  bodily  needs 
of  members.  The  ladies  had  been 
looked  after  and  "  waited  upon  hand 
and  foot  ...  a  relief  for  their  hus- 
bands." He  added  "  we  shall  look  back 
to  the  1961  Conference  as  the  year  the 
sun  tan  did  not  come  out  of  the  bottle." 

Mr.  M.  H.  Thomas,  Llandudno, 
seconded.  He  referred  to  the  long 
hours  of  work  that  were  necessary  to 
arrange  Conference  meetings.  "  Like 
Oliver  Twist  ...  we  would  like  to  come 
back  and  ask  for  more,  but  much 
sooner  than  in  fifty  years'  time."  Dr. 
D.  C.  Garratt,  adding  his  personal 
thanks  as  chairman,  said  the  local  com- 
mittee had  given  of  their  best.  The 
proposal  was  passed  unanimously. 

In  his  reply,  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield 
(chairman  of  the  local  committee)  paid 
tribute  to  each  member  of  it,  to  their 
wives,  to  the  stewards  and  to  all  who 
had  helped  in  any  way.  He  mentioned 
that  the  Conference  banquet  had  been 
the  largest  ever  held  in  Portsmouth, 
and  referred  to  the  church  service  with 
which  the  week's  proceedings  had 
opened,  hoping  that  future  Conference 
meetings  would  begin  in  the  same  way. 
In  accordance  with  tradition  the  Chair- 
man then  presented  the  local  branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  a 
gavel  as  a  momento  of  the  Portsmouth 
visit.  Mr.  N.  Francis,  in  his  reply, 
said  that,  if  they  had  been  able  to  en- 
tertain Conference  members  to  their 
satisfaction,  it  had  been  due  to  team 
work. 

The  Treasurer  then  introduced  his 
report,  which  was  formally  seconded 
by  the  President  and  adopted  by  the 
members.  Messrs.  T.  Heseltine  and 
T.  C.  Denston  were  elected  Auditors. 

Annual  Report 

Dr.  E.  F.  Hersant  (senior  joint  gen- 
eral secretary)  then  presented  the  an- 
nual report.  He  said  that  the  centenary 
meeting  of  the  Conference  would  be 
held  in  London  during  the  week  com- 
mencing September  2,  1963,  and  in 
addition  the  executive  had  provision- 
ally accepted  an  invitation  to  hold  the 
Conference  in  Edinburgh  in  1964  dur- 
ing the  week  commencing  September 
14.  Other  branches  of  the  Society  had 
made  preliminary  inquiries  regarding 
the  possibility  of  entertaining  the  Con- 
ference in  future  years.  The  executive 
nominated  the  following  officers  and 
members  of  the  executive  for  1961-62: 
Chairman,  J.  C.  Hanbury;  vice-chair- 
men, Messrs.  R.  R.  Bennett,  H.  Deane, 
H.  Humphreys  Jones,  T.  E.  Wallis,  H. 
Brindle,  Norman  Evers,  A.  D.  Powell, 


H.  Berry,  H.  B.  Mackie,  G.  R.  Boyes, 
H.  Davis,  J.  P.  Todd,  K.  Bullock, 
Frank  Hartley,  G.  E.  Foster,  H.  Treves 
Brown,  W.  H.  Linnell,  and  D.  C. 
Garratt;  treasurer,  Mr.  H.  G.  Rolfe; 
general  secretaries,  Drs.  E.  F.  Hersant 
and  D.  Train.  Other  members  of  the 
executive:  A.  H.  Beckett,  K.  R.  Capper, 
E.  Shotton,  G.  F.  Somers,  R.  E. 
Stuckey  and  W.  T.  Wing. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson,  Hove,  proposed 
acceptance  of  the  report  and  election  of 
officers.  Referring  to  the  proposed 
chairman  he  said  that  Mr.  J.  C.  Han- 
bury had  rendered  distinguished  service 
to  pharmacy.  Seconding  the  proposal, 
Mr.  D.  A.  Norton,  Bristol,  referred 
to  the  nominations  to  the  executive  of 
Professor  Shotton  and  Dr.  A.  H. 
Beckett,  who  would  bring,  he  said, 
much  in  personal  qualities  to  the  Con- 
ference. He  wished  them  a  long  and 
happy  association  with  it.  Mr.  Han- 
bury thanked  the  Conference  on  be- 
half of  the  committee  for  accepting  the 
report,  and  expressed  his  appreciation 
for  the  tremendous  work  done  by  the 
permanent  officials. 

Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  Liver- 
pool, then  formally  invited  the  Con- 
ference to  meet  in  Liverpool  in  1962.

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Interferon 

CONFERENCE  LECTURER  ANSWERS  QUESTIONS 

Mr.  J.  C.  Hanbury,  Ware,  was  given 
a  reply  that  congenital  deformities 
caused  by  rubella  virus  infections  of 
the  mother  were  due  to  passage  of  the 
virus  through  the  placenta  during  the 
first  three  months  of  pregnancy,  when 
interferon  was  not  being  produced.  To 
a  further  question  the  speaker  replied 
that  probably  the  modes  of  adminis- 
tration of  interferon  were  intranasally 
or  parenterally. 

Mr.  T.  D.  Clarke,  Manchester,  asked 
how  long  the  titre  of  interferon  was 
maintained.  The  reply  was  that,  in 
animal  infections  the  concentration  be- 
gan to  fall  off  after  six  days.  Dr. 
E.  J.  Shellard,  Hounslow,  wondered 
if  Dr.  Isaacs  had  any  more  informa- 
tion on  the  control  of  nucleic  acid  syn- 
thesis in  the  cell.  Dr.  Isaacs  said  it  was 
easier  to  speculate  than  give  evidence. 

Professor  A.  Wilson,  Liverpool, 
proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr. 
Isaacs,  said  that  the  Conference  com- 
mittee should  be  congratulated  on  the 
experiment  of  a  Conference  lecture.  It 
had  been  an  outstanding  success. 


THE  text  of  the  Conference  lecture  was 
summarised  last  week  (p.  334).  The 
lecturer  (Dr.  Alick  Isaacs)  afterwards 
answered  questions  put  by  Conference 
members. 

Elaborating  on  his  paper,  Dr. 
Isaacs  said  that  cancer  cells  were  not 
dependent  on  oxidative  processes  for 
multiplication.  They  were  potential  an- 
nerobes  and  could  be  grown  in  the 
absence  of  oxygen.  The  cancer  cells 
were  resistant  to  interferon. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  London,  said 
he  was  disconcerted  about  the  effect  of 
corticosteroids  suppressing  the  inter- 
feron mechanism.  The  use  of  cortico- 
steroids had  been  extensive  and  many 
appeared  to  be  at  a  greater  risk  from 
viral  infection.  Should  they  be  warned 
against  the  risks  they  ran  or  was  there 
any  known  means  of  protection  as  viral 
infections  appeared  to  be  on  the  in- 
crease ?  He  believed  it  was  held  that 
salicylates  suppressed  the  oxygen  up- 
take. Might  that  be  a  good  argument 
for  using  them  instead  of  cortico- 
steroids ? 


Dr.  Isaacs  said  that,  if  he  were  ill 
and  offered  corticosteroids  he  would 
like  to  know  first  if  there  was  anything 
that  could  do  as  well.  He  recommended 
that  patients  receiving  corticosteroid 
therapy  should  avoid  contact  with  per- 
sons suffering  from  viral  infections.  Mr. 
J.  J.  Lewis,  Glasgow,  asked  if  inter- 
feron was  a  species  specific  protein  ? 
Did  it  produce  its  own  antibodies  ? 
And  could  its  production  in  the  cell  be 
stimulated  by  drugs  ?  The  speaker's  re- 
ply was  that  there  was  no  evidence 
that  interferon  was  antigenic,  and  why 
it  should  not  be  so  was  a  puzzle.  He 
did  not  know  of  any  drug  that  stimu- 
lated the  production  of  interferon.  Mr. 
D.  Hudson,  Hove,  asked  if  it  was  now 
to  be  assumed  that  cases  of  virus  pneu- 
monia should  not  be  treated  in  a  closed- 
circuit  oxygen  tent  ?  Dr.  Isaacs  re- 
plied that  high  oxygen  concentrations 
had  been  found  detrimental  to  mice, 
and  the  evidence  made  him  wonder  if 
oxygen  treatment  was  the  best  method, 
but  the  problem  was  a  complex  pro- 
blem and  sh®uld  be  investigated. 


Symposium  Session 

THREE  PAPERS  DEALING  WITH  SKIN  MEDICATION 


THE  subject  for  the  symposium  session 
on  Thursday  morning  was  "  Skin  Medi- 
cation." Drs.  F.  J.  Ebling  and  A.  Jar- 
rett  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft  provided 
the  opening  papers. 

Topical  Medication  in  Relation  to 
Skin  Physiology 

F.  J.  EBLING,  M.SC,  PH.D. 

The  rationality  of  topical  therapy  re- 
quires not  only  that  the  medicament 
should  be  effective,  but  that  local  appli- 
cation of  it  should  be  better  than  sys- 
temic administration.  Though  the 
variety  of  traditional  topical  medica- 
ments is  large,  their  efficacy  is  usually 
questionable  and  their  mode  of  action, 
if  any,  unknown.  Indeed,  many  pre- 
parations would  probably  be  more 
beneficial  as  bland  dressings  with  their 
supposed  "  active  "  ingredients  left  out. 
The  necessity  of  water,  though  not  too 
much  of  it,  to  the  cornified  epithelium 
is  undoubted,  particularly  if  the  water- 
absorbing  properties  are  reduced  in  skin 
disorders. 

Adrenocorticoids  have  within  the 
past  ten  years  proved  the  most  effective 
group  of  substances  yet  discovered  for 
the  treatment  of  skin  disorders.  More 
than  seventeen  diseases  have  been  listed 
in  which  oral  or  intracutaneous  admin- 
istration of  such  compounds  was  effec- 
tive. In  only  three,  namely  atopic  der- 
matitis, nummular  eczema  and  ano- 
genital  pruritis,  was  topical  application 
equally  good,  though  there  were  also 
variable  responses  in  other  "  eczema- 
tous  "  disorders.  Nevertheless,  such  con- 
ditions account  for  about  half  of  all 
cases  of  skin  disease.  Though  cortisone 
is  without  significant  action,  hydrocor- 
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tisone  is  effective  as  a  topical  agent. 
Fluorohydrocortisone,  in  one-tenth  of 
the  concentration,  is  as  effective  as 
hydrocortisone.  More  recently  other 
synthetic  corticoids,  of  which  triam- 
cinolone appears  to  be  the  most  potent, 
have  been  introduced  for  topical 
therapy. 

Since  steroids,  including  cortisone 
and  hydrocortisone,  are  readily  ab- 
sorbed by  intact  skin,  the  difference 
between  the  effects  of  cortisone  and 
hydrocortisone  is  surprising.  One  pos- 
sible explanation  for  this  is  that,  at  skin 
sites  from  which  the  barrier  is  removed, 
the  absorption  of  hydrocortisone  free 
alcohol  but  not  of  cortisone  is  in- 
creased. Hence  hydrocortisone  may 
more  readily  pass  into  skin  in  which 
the  barrier  has  been  damaged  by  in- 
flammation. Other  possibilities  are  that 
cortisone  is  metabolically  inactivated 
more  quickly  than  hydrocortisone,  or 
that  the  action  of  the  hormone  may  de- 
pend upon  intermediate  metabolic  pro- 
ducts which  are  readily  formed  in  the 


skin  from  hydrocortisone  but  not  from 
cortisone. 

How  do  these  substances  work?  On 
a  biochemical  basis  we  do  not  know. 
But  there  are  many  experimental  results 
indicating  how  various  substances  may 
affect  skin. 

In  psoriasis  there  is  no  granular  layer 
to  the  epidermis  and  the  cells  of  the 
stratum  corneum  retain  their  nuclei. 
Keratinisation  is  abnormal;  there  is  an 
unusually  high  concentration  of  sulphy- 
dryl  groups,  suggesting  that  the  break- 
down and  resynthesis  of  unfolded  poly- 
peptide chains  has  been  incomplete,  and 
the  high  amount  of  phospholipid  prob- 
ably is  evidence  of  incomplete  utilisa- 
tion of  the  high  energy  system. 

The  question  of  what  factors  control 
epidermal  mitosis  and  what  substances 
influence  it  is  of  importance.  Oestro- 
gens  stimulate  mitosis  in  the  epidermis 
of  the  mouse  but  not  in  the  rat;  it  is 
interesting,  however,  that  they  seem  to 
reduce  epidermal  thickness  in  the  latter, 
suggesting  that  cell  life  is  diminished 
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and  the  rate  of  cell  loss  increased. 
Hypophysectomy  results  in  significant 
thickening  of  the  epidermis,  producing 
a  well  marked  granular  layer.  This 
thickened  epidermis  can  be  reduced  by 
oestrogens.  Androgens  have  been  shown 
to  stimulate  epidermal  mitosis  in  both 
animals.  ,      „  ., 

Vitamin  A  causes  hypertrophy  of  the 
epidermis  in  mouse  skin  by  causing 
rapid  epidermal  proliferation. 

Many  agents  inhibit  epidermal  cell 
division.  Prominent  are  adrenaline  and 
adrenal  steroids  such  as  cortisone  and 
desoxycorticosterone  acetate.  Attempts 
to  treat  psoriasis  by  systemic  or  topical 
application  of  adrenocortical  steroids 
were  not  initially  entirely  successful. 
The  synthetic  corticoid  triamcinolone 
seems  to  show  more  promise  than 
ACTH  or  prednisolone. 

Psoriasis  has  been  treated  success- 
fully with  a  combination  of  local  vita- 
min A,  to  promote  formation  of  a  gran- 
ular layer,  and  systemic  or  topical 
triamcinolone  to  reduce  epidermal 
mitosis.  It  may  still  be  premature  to 
regard  the  treatment  as  specific,  though. 
A  whole  range  of  unrelated  compounds 
found  effective  may  act  in  a  similar 
way. 

Sebaceous  Glands 

Many  factors  have  been  alleged  to 
affect  sebaceous  activity,  but  the  over- 
riding importance  of  steroid  hormones 
has  been  shown  both  in  animal  experi- 
ments and  in  human  trials.  Androgens, 
systemically  administered  or  topically 
applied,  cause  enlargements  of  the 
sebaceous  glands  of  animals.  The 
effect  seems  to  involve  an  increase  in 
cell  size  as  well  as  in  cell  division. 
Enlargement  of  the  sebaceous  glands  by 
testosterone  requires  the  presence  of  the 
pituitary  which  it  has  been  proposed 
contains  a  "  sebotropic  "  factor.  The 
possible  effects  of  progesterone  are  sub- 
ject to  some  dispute.  Adrenocorticoids 
have  been  reported  to  reduce  the  size 
of  the  glands  when  applied  locally,  as 
have  cestrogens. 

These  facts  might  suggest  a  clear 
endocrine  etiology  for  skin  disorders 
such  as  acne  vulgaris  and  seborrhcea, 
which  involve  enlargement  of  the  seba- 
ceous glands,  as  well  as  a  rational  ap- 
proach to  systemic  or  topical  therapy. 
Some  authors  have  proposed  that  the 
essential  cause  is  an  increased  andro- 
gen:  oestrogen  ratio.  Moreover,  the  de- 
monstration that  androgens  are  without 
effect  in  the  absence  of  the  pituitary 
suggests  that  a  hypophyseal  hormone 
may  be  involved  in  the  etiology  of  acne. 
The  condition  may  perhaps  occur  in  the 
male  because  a  rising  production  of 
androgens  during  adolescence  overlaps 
some  hypophyseal  activity  which  later 
abates.  Others  have  suggested  that 
adolescent  seborrhcea  and  acne  in  the 
female  are  the  result  of  luteal  proges- 
terone and  not  of  adrenal  androgens. 
Since  in  experimental  animals  proges- 
terone has  been  shown  to  enlarge  the 
sebaceous  glands  only  in  relatively  large 
doses,  we  cannot  be  sure  that  its  action 
is  not  dependent  on  prior  conversion  to 
androgens.  If  this  were  so,  a  direct  role 
of  progesterone  in  the  etiology  of 
female  acne  would  be  precluded. 

In  many  skin  diseases  inflammation 
occurs   in    the    dermis,    and  similar 


changes  can  be  brought  about  by  such 
diverse  stimuli  as  bacterial  invasion, 
thermal  injury  and  frostbite.  Though 
steroids  have  been  reported  to  have 
many  different  dermal  effects,  there  is 
little  precise  information  on  their  mode 
of  action.  There  is  evidence  that  the 
mast  cells  are  inhibited.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  cortisone  suppresses  capil- 
lary permeability  due  to  the  liberation 
of  polypeptides  ("  leukotaxine "),  and 
that  adrenocorticoids  act  generally,  not 
by  inhibiting  the  production  of  the  in- 
flammatory stimulus,  but  by  interfering 
with  its  action.  There  are  two  hypo- 
theses about  the  mode  of  action  of  cor- 
tisone and  hydrocortisone  on  capillary 
permeability.  Either  they  prevent  the 
antigen-antibody  combination  from  ex- 
erting its  effect  on  the  capillary  wall,  or 
they  cause  a  general  depression  of  the 
reactivity  of  the  capillary  wall  to  stimuli 
which  increase  permeability.  Evidence 
suggests  that  there  is  some  truth  in  both 
hypotheses.  Possibly  salicylates,  also, 
act  by  preventing  antigen-antibody  com- 
binations from  exerting  their  effects  on 
the  capillary  wall. 

Conclusions 

The  use  of  steroids,  especially  those 
of  the  adrenal  cortex  or  their  synthetic 
analogues,  is  opening  up  new  possibili- 
ties of  local  therapy.  A  decade  or  so 
ago  the  skin  could  reasonably  have  been 
regarded  as  a  neglected  organ.  This  is 
no  longer  true;  skin  physiology  and 
experimental  dermatology,  as  well  as 
steroid  chemistry  are  developing  rapidly 
and  we  may  expect  further  improve- 
ments in  skin  therapy.

Skin  Medication 

A.  JARRETT,  M.B.,  F.R.C.P. 

Psoriasis  is  a  typical  example  of 
abnormal  keratinisation  of  the  para- 
keratotic  type.  Countless  remedies  have 
been  recommended  for  its  treatment. 
Of  the  more  effective  local  applications 
one  may  list  the  following:  crude  coal 
tar  11-10  per  cent.,  dithranol  0-05-0-5  per 
cent.,  and  local  irradiation  with  ultra- 
violet light  either  alone  or  combined 
with  crude  coal  tar. 

Those  of  more  doubtful  value  include 
salicylic  acid  05-5  per  cent,  either  alone 
or  combined  with  other  medicaments, 
ammoniated  mercury  ointment  with 
and  without  solution  of  coal  tar  and 
numerous  others. 

The  combination  of  the  vitamin  A 
with  triamcinolone  in  an  oil-in-water 
emulsion  has  proved  successful  and  fur- 
ther clinical  trials  are  still  in  progress. 
The  vitamin  must  be  used  in  a  water- 
solubilised  form;  the  oil  soluble  pre- 
parations are  of  little  or  no  value.  This 
is  an  intriguing  observation  since  there 
is  some  basis  for  the  belief  that  oil 
soluble  substances  are  better  able  to 
penetrate  the  epidermis  than  those  dis- 
solved in  water. 

The  only  really  effective  means  of 
control  of  lichenification  are  local  cor- 
ticosteroids, and  either  Grenz  or  X-irra- 
diation.  Other  local  treatments  includ- 
ing menthol,  camphor,  phenol,  and 
anaesthetic  ointments  such  as  benzocaine 
or  cocaine  are  usually  either  useless  or 
frankly  dangerous  because  they  may 
produce  a  contact  dermatitis. 


Eczema  is  one  of  the  commonest  skin 
diseases,  and  one  for  which  endless 
remedies  have  been  suggested.  It  can 
usually  be  taken  that  the  number  of 
treatments  recommended  for  any  par- 
ticular condition  is  in  the  inverse  ratio 
to  the  value  of  any  one  of  them: 
eczema  has  more  treatments  than  any 
other  skin  disease.  In  the  early  stages 
of  weeping  eczema,  soaks  certainly 
make  the  patient  more  comfortable. 
Later  in  the  dry  scaly  stage,  zinc  paste, 
zinc  paste  and  ichthammol,  tar  oint- 
ments as  for  psoriasis,  and  of  course 
the  local  corticosteroids  can  be  em- 
ployed. 

Further  experimental  work  is  re- 
quired to  ascertain  whether  zinc  can 
substitute  for  magnesium  in  the  epider- 
mis. 

In  the  past  pemphigus  was  a  fatal 
skin  disease.  If  the  patient  survived  the 
first  attack  he  usually  succumbed  to  the 
second  or  the  third.  The  advent  of 
steroids  has  greatly  changed  this  prog- 
nosis. 

Dermatitis  herpetiformis  is  an  ex- 
ample of  a  disease  the  cause  of  which 
we  do  not  know  and  one  which  we 
can  control  with  therapeutic  agents 
whose  action  we  do  not  understand. 
This  relatively  rare  disease  is  controlled 
with  small  doses  of  sulphapyridine 
(0-25-1-0  gm.  daily)  or  by  dapsone  given 
in  doses  of  25  to  100  mgm.  a  day.  The 
mode  of  action  of  these  two  drugs  in 
this  condition  is  entirely  unknown. 

With  the  advent  of  sulphonamides 
and  antibiotics  the  control  of  pyococcal 
diseases  has  become  greatly  improved. 

Modern  therapy  with  griseofulvin 
provides  a  relatively  safe  method  of 
oral  treatment  of  fungus  infections  and 
requires  only  the  simplest  of  local  medi- 
cation. 

Dermal  Disorders 

Under  this  heading  I  am  including 
a  small  group  of  unrelated  disorders 
which  have  become  amenable,  at  least 
to  some  extent,  to  modern  treatment 
whether  or  not  the  rational  basis  for 
their  success  is  known. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
dermis  exists  in  the  living  skin  as  a  gel 
and  not  as  a  network  of  fibres  and 
blood  vessels  surrounded  by  fluid. 

Urticaria  can  be  controlled  empiric- 
ally with  antihistamine  drugs. 

No  specific  treatment  for  Lupus  Ery- 
thematosus is  available.  Nevertheless 
certain  of  the  modern  antimalarial 
drugs  such  as  mepacrine  and  chloro- 
quin  are  of  great  value  although  their 
mode  of  action  is  unknown.  In  the  dis- 
seminated form  steroids  are  life  saving. 

There  is  no  known  specific  remedy 
for  scleroderma. 

Oestrogens   are   of  value  in  acne 
rosacea,  but  they  are  nothing  like  so 
effective  as  with  acne  vulgaris.

Pharmaceutical  Formulation  in 
Skin  Medication 

J.  W.  HADGRAFT,  F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C. 

It  is  now  possible  to  formulate  a  range 
of  preparations  from  which  the  derma- 
tologist can  make  a  selection  for  the 
need  he  has  in  mind.  The  requirements 
are  listed.  In  the  acute  inflammatory 
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stages  of  disease,  simple  aqueous  lotions 
may  be  used  in  the  form  of  wet  dress- 
ings. They  have  a  cooling  effect  on  the 
skin,  do  not  impede  drainage  and  are 
useful  in  the  removal  of  crusts  and 
debris.  Lotions  containing  an  insoluble 
solid,  which  may  be  of  value  in  the 
treatment  of  subacute  conditions,  com- 
bine the  cooling  effects  of  an  aqueous 
solution  with  the  protective  effects  of  a 
powder  which  remains  on  the  skin  sur- 
face. Ointments  are  useful  for  the  appli- 
cation of  insoluble  and  oil-soluble 
medicaments.  They  leave  a  greasy  film 
on  the  skin,  inhibiting  the  loss  of  mois- 
ture and  encouraging  hydration  of  the 
keratin  layer.  They  may  be  of  value  for 
dry  scaly  lesions  in  which  there  is  a 
need  to  improve  the  suppleness  of  the 
skin.  Pastes  contain  a  high  proportion 
of  powder  dispersed  in  a  fatty  base. 
They  combine  the  properties  of  pow- 
ders, absorbing  exudate,  and  ointments, 
providing  a  greasy  protective  film  on 
the  skin.  Creams  combine  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  lotions  and  ointments. 

The  paper  describes  some  of  the 
materials  used  to  formulate  dermatolo- 
gical preparations  and  deals  with  some 
of  the  pharmaceutical  problems  encoun- 
tered in  their  use.  Aerosol  formulations 
have  advantages  in  enabling  the  prepar- 
ation to  be  kept  sterile  and  out  of  con- 
tact with  air  until  the  time  of  use.  The 
medicament  is  applied  direct  to  the  skin 
surface  by  a  no-touch  technique  and 
that  may  be  of  value  in  the  treatment 
of  conditions  susceptible  to  secondary 
infection.  The  efficiency  of  distribution 
may  also  be  important  in  covering  a 
large  area  of  the  skin  with  the  minimal 
amount  of  medicament  in  a  finely  divi- 
ded form.  The  precise  value  of  such 
formulations  awaits  further  clinical 
assessment. 

Conclusion 

The  general  conclusion  reached  by 
the  author  is  the  preparations  formu- 
lated for  skin  medication  should  be 
kept  as  simple  as  possible.  Water- 
soluble  medicaments  are  probably  best 
applied  to  the  skin  in  aqueous  solution. 
Ease  of  application  and  localisation  of 
effect  may  be  achieved  either  by  the 
addition  of  hydrophilic  colloids  such  as 
sodium  carboxymethylcellulose  or  by 
emulsification  with  an  oil  to  form  an 
aqueous  cream.  The  nature  of  the  oil 
phase  depends  upon  the  condition  under 
treatment,  but  the  materials  added  to 
assist  pharmaceutical  formulation 
should  be  kept  to  a  minimum  to  avoid 
adding  materials  likely  to  interfere  with 
the  activity  of  the  medicament  or  to 
produce  sensitivity  reactions.  There  are 
now  available  anionic,  cationic  and 
non-ionic  emulsifying  agents  which  per- 
mit the  formulation  of  creams  suitable 
for  all  kinds  of  medicaments.  Oil- 
soluble  medicaments  are  best  applied  in 
oily  creams  but  there  is  at  present  no 
entirely  satisfactory  official  preparation 
for  the  purpose.  Water-soluble  bases 
have  only  a  limited  use  since  they  do 
not  appear  to  be  free  from  irritant 
effects.  The  effects  of  pharmaceutical 
formulation  on  the  activity  of  topically 
applied  medicaments  has  not  been  fully 
assessed  clinically.  Probably  the  most 
that  can  be  achieved  is  to  present  the 
medicament  in  a  form  which  enables  it 
to  exert  its  maximal  activity  in  a  pre- 
paration which  is  cosmetically  as  ac- 


ceptable as  possible.  Additional  mate- 
rials in  use  in  the  cosmetic  industry  are 
applicable  to  the  formulation  of  derma- 
tological  preparations.

Elaborating  on  his  paper  Dr.  Ebling 
said  that,  in  general,  corticosteroids 
seemed  to  damp  down  activity  in  the 
epidermis  and  dermis.  They  appeared 
to  reduce  the  rate  of  cell  multiplication 
in  the  epidermis  and  to  reduce  any  so- 
called  "  inflammatory  reaction  "  in  the 
dermis.  How  they  did  that  was  not  yet 
clear.  Did  they  inhibit  the  production 
of  histamine  and  the  liberation  of  poly- 
peptides which  increased  capillary  per- 
meability ?  or  did  they  either  prevent 
antigen-antibody  combinations  exerting 
their  effects  on  the  capillary  wall  or 
depress  the  reactivity  of  the  capillary 
wall  itself  '? 

A  Tilt  at  Manufacturers 

"  In  a  symposium  on  topical  medi- 
cation there  are  other  matters  which  I 
think  might  be  discussed.  ...  I  think 
we  might  talk  about  commercial  manu- 
facture, marketing  and  advertising  of 
dermatological  preparations."  Dr. 
Ebling  went  on  to  say  "  The  manufac- 
turer's attitude  appears  to  be  something 
like  this.  We  are  agreed  that  in  all 
sorts  of  skin  conditions,  which  involve 
disordered  water  relations  in  the  epi- 
dermis, lotions  or  creams  are  of  use, 
irrespective  of  any  active  constituents. 
Our  emulsion  chemists,  moreover,  have 
some  wonderful  ideas  for  creams.  Then 
corticoids  are  useful,  so  let  us  put  in 
some  hydrocortisone,  or  a  fluorine  de- 
rivative, or  some  essentially  similar,  but 
nominally  different  substance,  if  our 
steroid  chemists  have  one  handy;  and 
what  is  wrong  with  a  bit  of  non-sensi- 
tising antibiotic  ?  "  It  was  necessary, 
perhaps,  to  call  a  board  meeting  to  de- 
cide to  call  the  product  Cortobalm. 
"  The  name  is  entirely  fictitious  and 
'  any  resemblance  to  any  marketed  pre- 
paration is  purely  coincidental '."  After 
the  advertising  agents  had  got  to  work 
on  it  Cortobalm  was  launched  in  the 
following  terms: — "Physiologic;  con- 
tains no  chemical  irritant;  non-allergic; 
non-sensitising;  mildly  antipruritic; 
neutral  (or  '  substantially  neutral '  just 
to  be  on  the  safe  side;  non-toxic,  sterile; 
greaseless  and  non-astringent."  Dr. 
Ebling  assured  his  audience  that  all 
the  terms  were  taken  from  genuine  ad- 
vertisements for  dermatological  prepara- 
tions in  American  journals.  He  added 
"  The  interesting  thing  about  all  those 
descriptions  is  that,  without  exception, 
they  can  be  applied  to  boiled  distilled 
water."  He  would  not  say  Cortobalm 
was  no  good;  it  would  probably  ac- 
count for  clinical  improvement  in  40 
per  cent,  of  cases.  "  Doctors  will  pre- 
scribe it;  pharmacists  dispense  it;  the 
National  Health  Service  pay  for  it ;  it  is 
even  worthy  of  copying  by  Mr.  Had- 
graft!"  He  was  not  trying,  he  said,  to 
slap  the  pharmaceutical  industry  in  the 
face,  but  rather  to  administer  a  well 
aimed  pinch  on  what,  for  reasons  of 
topical  modesty,  he  would  refer  to  as 
the  base. 

After  Dr.  Iarrett  had  read  his  paper 
Mr.  Hadgraft  presented  his  contribu- 
tion. He  said  he  would  have  liked  to 


have  been  able  to  produce  clearly  de- 
fined principles  that  would  have  en- 
abled him  to  say  that,  for  medicament 
A  and  skin  condition  B,  vehicle  X 
should  be  used.  That  was  quite  impos- 
sible in  the  light  of  present  knowledge, 
and  the  more  he  studied  the  problem 
the  more  he  was  convinced  that  such  a 
state  of  dogmatism  was  unlikely  ever  to 
be  reached.  The  one  broad  general  prin- 
ciple that  he  could  enunciate  was  that 
pharmaceutical  formulation  should  be 
directed  to  the  presentation  of  medica- 
ments in  active  form  in  preparations 
that  were  as  cosmetically  acceptable  as 
possible.  "  In  exercising  our  pharma- 
ceutical skill  to  that  end,  we  should 
add  nothing  which  is  not  essential  to 
the  formulation  of  a  satisfactory  pro- 
duct." 

Empiricism  Still  Prevails 

Mr.  A.  W.  Bull,  Nottingham,  open- 
ing the  discussion,  said  that  one  of 
the  greatest  problems  was  that  of  cor- 
relating clinical  performance  with 
physical  and  chemical  formulation,  and 
to  a  large  extent  reliance  had  still  to  be 
placed  on  empiricism.  Problems  of 
drug  release,  absorption  and  penetra- 
tion could  be  studied  by  biological  and 
laboratory  techniques.  Tests  on  the  skin 
of  laboratory  animals  would  show 
whether  a  product  was  a  primary  irri-  v 
tant,  but  a  negative  result  did  not 
guarantee  safety  in  general  use  by  the 
public.  He  wanted  to  know  what  tests 
had  been  used  in  assessing  different  pre- 
parations. 

Mr.  Hadgraft  agreed  that  con- 
siderable information  could  be  ob- 
tained from  laboratory  tests  regarding 
the  release  of  medicaments  from  a  base, 
and  animal  tests  did  give  some  indica- 
tion of  absorption,  but  there  was  still 
the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  degree 
of  absorption  when  the  skin  was  in  a 
pathological  condition. 

Dr.  Jarrett  said  "  the  only  way  is 
to  put  it  on  and  see,"  and  added  that 
in  different  stages  of  the  same  disease 
absorption  rates  changed. 

Conditions  for  Repeat  Tests 

Mr.  A.  E.  Marston,  Birmingham, 
suggested  that  all  experiments  on 
formulation  should  be  repeated  in 
varying  places  and  conditions.  Hos- 
pital and  retail  pharmacies  were  car- 
ried on  in  differing  circumstances.  In 
his  experience  many  dermatologists 
had  refused  to  use  propylene  glycol. 
If  their  objections  were  valid  the  phar- 
macist had  no  right  to  use  the  com- 
pound to  overcome  a  preserving  diffi- 
culty. Mr.  Hadgraft  stated  that,  when 
considering  official  formulas,  attempts 
were  made  to  get  repetition  tests  by 
other  pharmacists.  He  understood  that 
propylene  glycol  was  used  extensively 
in  cosmetic  preparations  without  much 
trouble,  but  if  difficulties  were  experi- 
enced then  glycerin  could  be  used. 

Dr.  Iarrett  disclosed  that  he  had 
not  had  any  trouble  with  propylene 
glycol  but  knew  of  other  consultants 
who  were  less  happy  about  it.  The 
human  animal  was  a  sensitive  creature ! 
Some  of  his  colleagues  would  not  use 
selenium  sulphide  because  of  some 
cases  of  contact  dermatitis,  but  he  had 
had  no  trouble  and  continued  to  use  it.

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PORTSMOUTH  COLLEGE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

Pharmacy  department  extensions  opened  by  Professor  Linnell 


AT  the  official  opening  of  the  exten- 
sions to  the  department  of  pharmacy 
and  physiology  at  the  College  of  Tech- 
nology, Portsmouth,  on  September  21, 
Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  (president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  said  that  all 
knew  of  the  difficulty  in  which  techni- 
cal colleges  had  been  working  for  many 
years,  but  recently  there  had  been  a 
change  in  the  role  that  they  were  to 
play,  and  pharmacy,  in  common  with 
other  disciplines,  was  able  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  increased  liberality  of 
the  Government's  plan  to  support  re- 
search workers.  There  had  been  a 
long  tradition  of  pharmaceutical  edu- 
cation in  Portsmouth.  He  called  upon 
Dr.  W.  Davey  (principal  of  the  College) 
to  indicate  the  scope  of  the  depart- 


W.  H.  Linnell  said  it  was  no  surprise 
that  the  department  was  being  opened 
though  the  extensions  were  not  com- 
pleted. He  had  had  plenty  of  experi- 
ence of  such  problems  at  Bloomsbury 
Square.  He  hoped  that  once  again 
Portsmouth  would  be  recognised  as  a 
centre  for  the  University  of  London 
external  degree,  and  thought  that  the 
laboratories  to  be  provided  should 
form  an  interesting  nucleus  for  a  larger 
department.  It  was  not  long  since  the 
technical  college  teachers  had  had  too 
heavy  a  teaching  load,  which  had  pre- 
vented them  from  undertaking  research. 
That  situation  had  changed,  and  a  good 
research  department  would  ensure  a 
high  standard  of  teaching.  In  officially 
declaring  the  departmental  extensions

open  he  gave  his  best  wishes  for  the 
future  success  of  all  who  worked  there. 
Councillor  W.  J.  Evans  (chairman  of 
the  Governors  of  the  College)  men- 
tioned how  much  they  had  appreciated 
the  work  of  Mr.  Bloomfield.  He 
thought  that  it  must  be  an  immense 
thrill  for  Mr.  E.  Thorpe  (head  of  the 
department),  to  have  his  professor  come 
and  open  new  extensions.  Mr.  Thorpe 
quoted  from  the  book  of  Genesis  "  The 
earth  was  without  form  and  void,"  and 
commented  that  the  quotation  correctly 
described  the  state  of  his  department 
at  the  moment,  but  he  took  consola- 
tion from  the  fact  that,  also  according 
to  Genesis,  in  the  next  six  days  con- 
siderable progress  was  made. 


ment's  extensions.  Dr.  Davey  said  that 
the  authorities  had  hoped  to  have  the 
extensions  completed  in  time  for  the 
official  opening,  but  that  had  not  been 
achieved.  There  had  been  much  dis- 
cussion whether  to  delay  the  opening, 
but  it  was  finally  decided  that  members 
of  the  Society  attending  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting 
would  like  to  see  what  was  being  car- 
ried out.  In  redesigning  the  two  floors 
that  had  now  become  available  to  the 
pharmacy  department,  Dr.  Davey  said 
that  they  had  tried  to  ensure  there  were 
research  laboratories  and  facilities  for 
each  section  of  the  work  and  for  each 
lecturer  to  carry  out  his  own  research 
work.  In  the  past  few  years  a  reason- 
able amount  of  money  had  been  avail- 
able for  research  work  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  had  been  generous 
in  its  official  support  of  the  research 
work  and  also  in  its  grant  towards  a 
library.  The  department  also  possessed 
a  radiological  laboratory,  which  pro- 
vided a  service  for  a  number  of  sec- 
tions. The  college  hoped  to  establish 
a  hall  of  residence  for  a  hundred  stu- 
dents in  order  to  begin  a  community 
life  within  the  college,  and  he  hoped 
that  some  future  pharmacy  students 
would  use  the  advantages  so  offered. 
He  apologised  that,  owing  to  sub-con- 
tractors' delays,  the  extensions  were  not 
completed,  and  hoped  that  those  who 
were  disappointed  would  return  later 
and  see  the  final  result.

What  the  Pricing  Bureau  Will  Do 

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  Mr.  S. 
Timmins,  asks  in  last  week's  issue  of  the 
C.  &  D.  (p.  340)  that  pricing  bureaux 
should  give  some  ruling  as  to  what  will 
be  paid  on  what  he  terms  an  "  open  " 
script  for  a  product  of  which  the  manu- 
facturers have  brought  out  a  new  and 
smaller  strength.  We  should  hate  to 
give  any  such  ruling,  nor  can  we  do  so. 
In  the  first  place  the  prescriber  should 
make  it  clear  what  he  intends.  If  he 
does  not,  then  the  chemist  should  either 
contact  the  doctor  to  make  sure,  or 
possibly  from  his  knowledge  of  the  case 
supply  what  he  knows  is  intended.  In 
any  such  case  he  should  indicate  quite 
clearly  by  endorsement  on  the  EC10 
exactly  what  has  been  supplied.  In 
general  all  such  claims  will  be  paid 
accordingly.  Only  where  the  pricing 
clerk  has  any  doubt  whether  the  doc- 
tor's intentions  have  been  properly  in- 
terpreted will  such  a  prescription  be 
returned  to  the  chemist  for  the  prescri- 
ber's  authority  for  what  has  been  dis- 
pensed. If  no  endorsement  is  made  on 
such  prescriptions,  the  probability  is 
that  the  pricing  bureau  will  be  unable 
to  price  them  and  they  will  have  to  be 
returned  to  the  chemist.

London,  September  27:  Most  Crude  Drugs  were  neglected  during  the 
week,  such  business  as  was  done  being  restricted  to  a  handful  of  commodi- 
ties. Prices,  however,  continued  to  remain  fairly  stable. 

Costa  Rica  was  reported  to  have  im- 
posed a  tax  on  Ipecacuanha  amounting 
to  approximately  2s.  6d.  per  lb.  Until 
the  matter  is  clarified,  shippers  are  not 
making  any  definite  offers.  The  re- 
marks made  in  this  column  last  week 
concerning  possible  prohibition  of  ex- 
ports of  the  root  because  of  diminish- 
ing stocks  of  plants  should  have  re- 
ferred to  Costa  Rica  and  not  Colombia. 
Whatever  the  outcome  of  the  new  tax 
it  seems  fairly  certain  that  higher 
prices  for  ipecacuanha  from  all  sources 
can  be  expected  in  the  near  future. 
Buchu  rose  sharply  at  origin  to  4s.  per 
lb.,  c.i.f.  (from  3s.  8id.).  Ergot  was 
lower  by  about  sixpence  per  lb. 

A  report  from  Hungary  stated  that 
export  demand  for  that  country's  medi- 
cinal plants  had  been  so  heavy  that  ex- 
periments were  being  conducted  to  see 
if  production  could  be  stepped  up  by 
growing  some  of  the  plants  under  con- 
ditions of  semi-cultivation.  This  year 
thirty  types  of  medicinal  plants  had 
been  grown  under  conditions  of  full 
cultivation,  over  nearly  35,000  acres. 

The  general  feature  of  the  Essential 
Oils  market  was  a  steep  rise  in  Lemon- 
grass,  the  forward  price  for  which 
jumped  to  18s.  9d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  from 
17s.  Hd.  Ceylon  and  Formosan  Citro- 
nella  were  also  firmer  in  the  forward 
position.
